Major Rules Changes for the 
2000 Season: 


1. Any high/low combination block by 
any two offensive players is a foul 
(chop block) when the contact occurs 
beyond the neutral zone. 


. During substitutions, the offensive team 
may not rush quickly to the line of 
scrimmage and quickly snap the ball 
with an obvious attempt to create a 
defensive disadvantage.

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A BRIEF HISTORY 
OF THE 
CONFERENCE 


A meeting of seven Midwest university presi- 
dents on January 11, 1895, at the Palmer 
House in Chicago to discuss the regulation and 
control of intercollegiate athletics was the first 
development of what would become one of 
organized sports’ most successful undertakings. 


Those seven men, behind the leadership of 
James H. Smart, president of Purdue University, 
established the principles for which the 
Intercollegiate Conference of Faculty 
Representatives, more popularly known as the 
Big Ten Conference, would be Cain. 


At that meeting, a blueprint for the control and 
administration of college athletics under the 
direction of appointed faculty representatives 
was outlined. The presidents’ first-known action 
“restricted eligibility for athletics to bonafide, 
full-time students who were not delinquent in 
their studies.” 


This helped limit some problems of the times, 
especially the participation of professional ath- 
letes weal “non-students” in the university's reg- 
ular sporting events. That important legislation, 
along with others that would follow in the com- 
ing years, served as the primary building block 
for amateur intercollegiate athletics. 


Eleven months after the presidents met, one fac- 
ulty member from each of those seven 
universities met at the 
same Palmer 


House and offi- 
cially estab- 


lished the

mechanics of the “Intercollegiate Conference of 
Faculty Representatives,” or “Big Ten 
Conference” or “Western Conference.” 


Those seven universities were: University 
of Chicago, University of Illinois, University 
of Michigan, University of Minnesota, 
Northwestern University, Purdue University and 
the University of Wisconsin. Indiana University 
and the State University of lowa were admitted 
in 1899. Ohio State joined in 1912. Chicago 
withdrew in 1946 and Michigan State College 
(now Michigan State University) was added 
three years later in 1949. 


After a 40-year period of constancy in mem- 
bership, the Conference expanded to 11 mem- 
bers for the first time. On June 4, 1990, the 
Council of Presidents voted to confirm its earlier 
decision to integrate Pennsylvania State 
University into the Conference.

Football and baseball were the popular sports 

rior to 1900. Wisconsin won the first two foot- 
Cal championships and Chicago claimed the 
first three baseball titles. The first “official” 
sponsored championship was in outdoor track. 
It was held at the University of Chicago in 1906 
with Michigan earning the title. 


Since 1906, there have been many different 
athletic events popularized on Big Ten cam- 
puses. Some became extremely popular — 
football and basketball, for example. Others, 
like boxing, fell by the wayside. Today, the Big 
Ten sponsors 25 championships, 12 for men 
and 13 for women. 


The office of the commissioner of athletics was 
created in 1922 “to study athletic problems of 
the various Western Conference universities 
and assist in enforcing the eligibility rules which 
govern Big Ten athletics.” Major John L. Griffith 
was appointed as the first commissioner and 
served in that position until his death in 1944. 
Kenneth L. “Tug” Wilson, former director of ath- 
letics at Northwestern, served from 1944 until 
he retired in 1961. Bill Reed, an assistant com- 
missioner since 1951, succeeded Wilson until 
his death in 1971. Wayne Duke became the 
fourth Big Ten commissioner in 1971 and 
retired June 30, 1989. Duke was succeeded by 
James E. Delany on July 1, 1989. Delany came 
to the Big Ten following 10 years as Ohio Valley 
Conference Commissioner. 


Delany is only the fifth commissioner in the his- 
tory of the Big Ten. He oversees the operation of 
the Big Ten Conference office and its staff, 
howell at the Big Ten Conference office head- 
quarters and meetings center in Park Ridge, 
Illinois. 


The Conference's first fully owned and operated 
building is located 10 minutes from O'Hare 
Airport and has been designed to fully service 
the needs of over 60 different committees, 
coaches and governance groups from the 
Conference that hold more than 125 meeting 
days per year. 


From the Conference office headquarters, 
Delany and his staff have managed over 250 
live television events, provide legislative and 
compliance services, manage 25 different sport 
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championships and tournaments, provide staff 
services to over 400 coaching ad administra- 
tive personnel on Big Ten campuses, and ser- 
vice the media and fans’ needs and interests for 
information about the Big Ten Conference.

The nation’s oldest major intercollegiate athletic 
conference can look back with i on its rich 
football tradition and history. With 13 national 
championships, 14 Heisman Trophy winners, 
287 consensus All-Americas, 109 Academic 
All-Americas and numerous hall of fame 
coaching legends, the Conference has shown 
football fans great teams and players through- 
out its 104-year history. 


THE EARLY DAYS 


Wisconsin won the first two Conference football 
tiles in 1896-97. Chicago defeated Michigan 
7-6 in the first indoor college football game in 
November, 1896. The Races were led b 
kicker-fullback Pat O'Dea, who along with 
Chicago quarterback Walter Eckersall were the 
Conference's first marquee players. In 1898, 
Michigan center Walter Cunningham and 
Chicago fullback Clarence Herschberger were 
named the Big Ten’s first All-America football 
players and the first All-Americas to come from 
a conference other than an Ivy League school. 
Michigan won the first of its record 38 Confer- 
ence titles in 1898. 


Indiana and lowa joined in 1900, and the 
Hawkeyes won a share of the 1900 Big Ten title. 
The 1901 Michigan team crushed Stanford 
49-0 in the 1902 Rose Bow, the first-ever inter- 
sectional postseason game. Those Wolverines 
were the first of Fielding “Hurry Up” Yost’s famed 
“point-a-minute” squads that outscored oppo- 
nents 550-0 that year. They were also the Fist 
non-lvy school considered to be national cham- 

ions. Halfback Willie Heston was the most 

mous member of the “point-a-minute” teams 
that averaged 50 points a game and went 
55-1-1 from 1901-05. Their only loss was a 
2-0 defeat at Chicago in the last game of 1905. 
The 1905 Chicago team, el by Amos 


Alonzo Stagg, won the Big Ten’s second national 
championship. Minnesota and Michigan tied 
6-6 in the first game for the Little Brown Jug, the 
oldest intercollegiate trophy, in October 1903. 
The game ended Michigan’s Big Ten-record win- 
ning streak at 29 games. Michigan left the jug 
after the game and the Gophers kept it and sent 
or back to Michigan that they'd have to win it 
ck. 


Chicago quarterback Walter Eckersall became 
the Big Ten’s first three-time All-America in 
1906. Meanwhile, Michigan’s early 1900s 
squads racked up 50 consecutive home wins, 
the third-longest streak in NCAA history. Top 
performers included Germany Schulz of 
Michigan and Bobby Marshall of Minnesota, 
one of the first African-American players in the 
Big Ten. Schulz was the first player ever to drop 
behind the line of scrimmage on defense, cre- 
ating the linebacker position. 


NINE INTO TENI 


Newly instituted Conference rules and reforms 
prompted the sudden withdrawal of Michigan 
from the Big Ten from 1907-1914. Ironically, it 
was Michigan President J.B. Angell who first 
called for reform. The first-ever poten 

ame was played October 5, 1910, between 
Illinois and Chicago. Illinois won, 3-0. The 
1912 Wisconsin Badgers won the Conference 
title and placed nine members on the Chicago 
Tribune all-Conference team. The ranks of the 
Big Ten grew with the addition of Ohio State in 
1913 (the same year Woody Hayes was born). 


In his second year as coach, Illinois’ Bob 
Zuppke led the Fighting Illini to the 1914

Conference title and the first of his four national 
championships at Illinois (also in 1919, ‘23 and 
'27). The 1916 Ohio State team won its first 
Conference crown, led by halfback Chic 
Harley. Illinois knocked off the Buckeyes 9-7 on 
November 22, 1919, on a last-second field 
goal by Bob Fletcher (who had never attempted 
a field goal in a game before). For Harley, the 
first three-time All-America since the advent of 
the forward pass {in 1916, ‘17 and ‘19), it was 
his only loss in three years at Ohio State. 


THE BIG TEN! JOINS 
THE GOLDEN! AGE 


The 1920s, called the Golden Age of American 
Sports, introduced larger-than-life figures whose 
legends remain vivid in college football's history. 
Northwestern lost to Knute Rockne’s Notre 
Dame team in 1920, as a young Irish player 
fought illness to play in the wintery conditions at 
Evanston. Two weeks later, that player, George 
Gipp, died of pneumonia. The story of his 
deathbed request, “win one for the Gipper,” for- 
ever will be remembered. The Big Ten returned 
to the Rose Bowl in January 1921, as Ohio 
State eal to — 28-0. In June, ple 
ence leaders banned participation in all post- 
season football games.

Perhaps no college football athlete has ever 
captivated a nation like Illinois halfback Harold 
“Red” Grange, also known as the “Galloping 
Ghost.” Grange, the first winner of the Big Ten 
Chicago Tribune Most Valuable Player Award, 
ended his career winning All-America honors 
from 1923-25. In quite possibly the greatest 
individual football performance ever, Grange 
scored the first four times he touched the ball

against Michigan in Illinois’ Memorial Stadium 
dedication game on October 28, 1924. After 
returning the opening kickoff 95 yards, he 
scored on runs of 67, 56 and 44 yards, finish- 
ing with five touchdowns and 402 total yards 
on the day. 


Other great players of the 1920s included 
Michigan quarterback Benny Friedman and 
receiver Bennie Oosterbaan, the only passing 
duo in college football history to be named All- 
America two years in a row (1925-26); and 
Northwestern's All-America back Ralph 
“Moon” Baker, who led the Wildcats to the 
1926 co-title with the Wolverines. Minnesota's 
Bronko Nagurski was one of the best fullbacks 
ever to play. The Golden Gophers lost just four 
games in “Nags” three years (1927-29) by a 
total of five points. Ralph “Pest” Welch, Purdue's 
first All-America, led the Boilers to their first Big 
Ten title in 1929. Also during the 1920s, 
Illinois, lowa, Michigan, Ohio State, Purdue 
and Minnesota all erected huge concrete play- 
ing fields capable of seating at least 55,000 
fans. Michigan State (not yet a member) 
opened a 76,000-plus seat stadium in 1923. 
On May 25, 1929, lowa was suspended from 
the Big Ten amid allegations of improper finan- 
cial aid disbursements to star football players, 
including All-America halfback Willie Glassgow. 
lowa was reinstated on February 1, 1930. 


TOUGH TIMES ANID 
TOUGH TEAMS 


As the Depression Era of the 1930s gripped 
America, the so-called “Age of Reason” 
produced four powerhouse _ institutions. 
Northwestern (1930, ‘31 and ‘36), Michigan 
(1930 to ’33), Minnesota (1934, ‘35, ‘37 
and ‘38) and Ohio State (1935 and ’39) all 
claimed multiple Big Ten titles during the 
decade. Coach Harry Kipke led Michigan 
to national titles in 1932 and 1933. Future 
President Gerald Ford was Michigan team cap- 
tain and MVP in 1934. 


Minnesota coach Bernie Bierman led the 
Golden Gophers through their best era. In a 
nine-year span, Minnesota posted a 58-9-5 
(.840) record, won seven Conference titles and 
five national titles (1934, ‘36, ‘40 and ‘41 out- 
right and 1935 shared). The Gophers recorded 
23 shutouts in 72 games. The 1936 Gophers 
were the first Associated Press national cham- 
pions, despite the fact that Northwestern beat 
them 6-O to claim the Big Ten title. Bud 
Wilkinson, who later became a coaching great 
at Oklahoma, played guard at Minnesota in 


1934 and quarterback in 1936. Chicago's Jay 
Berwanger made headlines in 1935, winning 
the first Heisman Trophy, given annually to col- 
lege football's top player. lowa halfback Nile 
Kinnick won the 1939 Heisman Trophy, the sec- 
ond Big Ten player to win the honor. Kinnick 
died tragically when his Navy fighter plane 
crashed on a training flight in 1943. lowa’s 
football stadium is dedicated in Kinnick’s honor. 
Chicago, which managed just seven 
Conference victories during the 1930s, left the 
Big Ten in 1939. 


ACCOLADES 
ANID ROSES 


Big Ten teams claimed four national crowns 
and three Heisman Trophies during the 1940s. 
Michigan’s Tom Harmon, the 1940 Heisman 
winner, scored 117 points that season to lead 
the nation for the second straight year, a feat 
unequalled for 39 years. Harmon's primary 
backfield blocker was quarterback Forest 
Evashevski, who later coached lowa to three 
Big Ten titles (in 1956, ‘58 and ‘60), and 
served as athletic director. Minnesota won its 
second AP national championship in 1940, 
defeating Harmon’s Wolverines. Minnesota 
took its second-straight national championship 
in 194] with an 8-0 record, as Golden Gopher 
halfback Bruce Smith won the third-straight 
Heisman Trophy for the Conference. Ohio State 
won the 1942 national title in Paul Brown's 
(founder of the NFL’s Cleveland Browns) second 
season as Buckeye head coach. Ohio State 
quarterback Les Horvath won the Big Ten’s fifth 
Heisman Trophy in 1944. Indiana ended the 
first 50 years of Big Ten football by winning its 
first Big Ten title in 1945, behind College and 


lowa halfback Nile 

Kinnick became the first of three 
straight Heisman Trophy winners 
from the Big Ten.

Pro Football Hall of Fame end Pete Pihos. 

In January 1947, Illinois beat undefeated UCLA 
45-14 in the Rose Bowl in the first game of an 
agreement between the Big Ten and Rose Bowl 
that enters its 55th in 2000. It also marked the 
first Big Ten postseason appearance in 26 years. 
Michigan claimed the Big Ten’s fifth national title 
in 1948, featuring All-America tackle Alvin 
“Moose” Wistert. Alvin and his two brothers, 
Francis and Albert, remain the only trio of broth- 
ers to be named First-Team All-America at any 
level. Alvin became an All-America at age 32 
after serving in the Marines. Northwestern went 
to the 1948 Rose Bowl (until 1973, Conference 
rules prohibited teams from making consecutive 
Rose Bowl appearances), defeating California 
20-14. Players like Northwestern quarterback 
Otto Graham, Wisconsin and Michigan receiver 
Elroy “Crazy Legs” Hirsch, Michigan and Purdue 
halfback Chalmers “Bump” Elliott and Minnesota 
center Clayton Tonnemaker also made headlines 
in the 1940s. 


THE Firrics 
ARE FABULOUS 


The 1950s brought Michigan State into the 
Conference, Woody Hayes to Ohio State and 
more national accolades to Big Ten teams. 
Ohio State halfback Vic Janowicz won the 
1950 Heisman Trophy. The 1950 Conference 
title was decided in the famous “Snow Bowl” 
game, played during one of the worst blizzards 
in Ohio history. Michigan defeated Ohio State 
9-3 despite not making a first down all day. 
Michigan State, not yet a Conference football 
participant, won the 1952 national title. The 
Spartans, coached by Clarence “Biggie” Munn, 
first played a Conference shade in 1953, 
having not lost a game since 1950. Purdue 
defeated Michigan State 6-0 on October 24, 
1953, ending the Spartan winning streak at 28 
games. Purdue earned the nickname 
“Spoilermakers” over the years, knocking off 
nine No. 1-ranked teams. Michigan State won 
the 1953 Big Ten title and defeated UCLA in the 
Rose Bowl. In his fourth season, Woody Hayes 
led Ohio State to the 1954 AP national football 
championship and a Rose Bowl victory over 
Southern California. Hayes’ teams won three 
Big Ten titles and two national championships 
(Ohio State also won the UPI national title in 
1957) during the decade. The Big Ten won con- 
secutive Heisman Trophies, as Wisconsin full- 
back Alan “The Horse” Ameche won it in 1954 
and Ohio State halfback Howard “Hopalong” 
Cassady in 1955. Cassady was the first Big Ten 
player named unanimous All-America twice 
(1954-55). 
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Stars of the 1950s like Illinois fullback Ray 
Nitschke, lowa tackles Cal Jones and Alex 
Karras, Michigan tight end Ron Kramer, 
Michigan State receiver Herb Adderly, 
Minnesota QB Paul Giel (the first two-time 
Big Ten MVP), Northwestern halfback Ron 
Burton (whose son, Paul, was a First-Team 
All-Big Ten punter at Northwestern in ‘94), 
Ohio State guard Jim Parker, and Purdue 
QB Len Dawson, are all members of either 
the College or Pro Football Halls of Fame. 


EVERYONE GETS 
INTO THE ACT 


The 1960s saw a record nine schools win a 
share of at least one Conference title. 
Minnesota and lowa shared the Big Ten title in 
1960, with the Gophers claiming the AP 
national championship and a trip to the Rose 
Bowl. Minnesota made a return trip to the Rose 
Bowl after the 1961 season, marking the first 
time a Conference school made consecutive 
trips to Pasadena. Wisconsin, the 1962 Big Ten 
champs, scored 23 fourth-quarter points but fell 
short, 42-37 against USC in the Rose Bowl. 
Current Wisconsin Athletic Director Pat Richter 
set a Rose Bowl record with 11 receptions. 
Illinois won the Conference title in 1963, led by 
fullback Jim Grabowski and center-linebacker 
Dick Butkus. Michigan State, coached by Duffy 
Daugherty, won the 1965 UPI national se 
onship. One year later, No. 1 Notre Dame tied 
No. 2 Michigan State, 10-10 in one of the 
most heralded games ever to preserve the 
national championship. The Spartans finished 
second in both polls. Purdue and Indiana made 
their only Rose Bow! appearances following the 
1966 and 1967 seasons, with Purdue defeat 
ing Southern California 14-13 and Indiana 
losing to the Trojans 14-13. The ‘68 Buckeyes 
ended their undefeated season by beating 
USC in the Rose Bowl to claim the national 
championship. 


The 1960s saw many top notch performers: 
Michigan tackle Dan Dierdorf; Michigan State 
defensive tackle Charles “Bubba” Smith and 
defensive back George Webster; Minnesota 
tackles Bobby Bell and Carl Eller; Wildcat 
fullback Mike Adamle; fullback Matt Snell, 
defensive back Jack Tatum and quarterback 
Rex Kern of Ohio State; Purdue quarterback 
Bob Griese ('66), halfback Leroy Keyes (68) 
and QB Mike Phipps ('69}—each finished sec- 
ond in the Heisman voting in successive 
years—and quarterback Ron Vander Kelen 
of Wisconsin. 


With accomplished field gener- 
als like Len Dawson, Purdue 
became known as the “Cradle 
of Quarterbacks.” 


WOODY ANID BO 


From 1968 to 1982, Ohio State and Michigan 
either won or shared the Conference title. The 
Buckeyes won the 1970 Big Ten title but lost to 
Heisman Trophy quarterback Jim Plunkett and 
Stanford in the Rose Bowl to finish No. 2 in the 
UPI poll. Buckeye lineman Jim Stillwagon was 
the first winner of the Vince Lombardi Award as 
outstanding college lineman of the year. In 
1974, Ohio State halfback Archie Griffin won 
the first of two consecutive Heisman Trophies, 
the only two-time winner of college football's 
highest honor. Griffin holds the NCAA record 
with 31 consecutive 100-yard games. 


When Michigan played Oklahoma in the 
Orange Bowl on January 1, 1976, while Ohio 
State played in the Rose Bowl on the same day, 
it marked the first time more than one Big Ten 
team played in the postseason. Eventualy as 
many as seven teams would play in postseason 
bowls. Ohio State’s appearance in the 1976 
Rose Bowl was its Big Ten record fourth consec- 
utive trip. 


After Ohio State won a record sixth consecutive 
Conference crown in 1977, Michigan State 
became the only other team besides Michigan 
and Ohio State to win a Big Ten title in the 
1970s by sharing the 1978 ile with Michigan. 
Michigan went to the Rose Bowl that season, as 
Rick Leach quarterbacked the Wolverines in his 
third straight Rose Bowl. The 1979 Buckeyes, 
ranked second in the polls, lost in the Rose Bowl 
to Southern California. Some of the decade's 
top performers included Illinois linebacker Scott 
Studwell, punter Reggie Roby of lowa, kicker 
Morten Andersen of Michigan State, 
Northwestern tackle Chris Hinton, Ohio State 
quarterback Cornelius Greene, Purdue half- 
back Otis Armstrong and Badger tailback Billy 
Marek.

So said Commissioner Wayne Duke as the 
1980s saw fans flock to Big Ten stadiums in 
record numbers and teams other than 
Michigan and Ohio State win Conference titles 
and go to Pasadena. lowa went to the Rose 
Bowl following the 1981 season, the first team 
other than Michigan or Ohio State to do so 
since 1967. The 1983 Illinois team stands as 
the only squad to defeat all nine Big Ten teams, 
earning a Rose Bowl bid with a 9-O mark. 
During the 1985 season, in the first game 
between two Big Ten teams nationally ranked 
one and two, No. 1 lowa defeated No. 2 
Michigan, 12-10 in lowa City on October 19 
ona Feld goal as time expired. lowa won the 
1985 Big Ten title and made its second trip to the 
Rose Bowl in the 1980s. Michigan’s Bo 
Schembechler passed legendary Fielding Yost 
as Michigan’s all-time winningest coach in 
1986. Schembechler coached his last team 
in 1989, which won the Big Ten title, but lost 
17-10 to Southern California in the Rose Bowl. 
The 1987 Conference champion Michigan State 
defeated the Trojans 20-17 to end the 
Big Ten’s six-game Rose Bowl losing streak. 


Some of the decade's top athletes included 
receiver David Williams of Illinois, the only Big 
Ten receiver to catch 100 passes in a season; 
halfback Anthony Thompson of Indiana, sec- 
ond only to Archie Griffin in Big Ten career 
rushing yards; lowa quarterback Chuck Long, 
who finished second by 45 points for the 1985 
Heisman, the closest vote in history; and 
Michigan State linebacker Percy Snow, the only 
player ever to win both the Butkus and 
Lombardi awards in the same season.

Not since the 1960s had the Conference seen 
such “institutional Rose Bowl diversity”; after the 
decade's first seven seasons, six different 
schools made Rose Bowl trips in the ‘90s. Eight 
different teams either won or shared a piece of 
the Big Ten title, while four Big Ten athletes were 
awarded the Heisman Memorial Trophy. 
Receiver Desmond Howard of Michigan 
(1991), tailback Eddie George of Ohio State 
(1995), cornerback Charles Woodson of 
Michigan (1997) and tailback Ron Dayne of 
Wisconsin (1999) each earned the coveted 
award, the most Conference athletes to garner 
this honor in a single decade. 


The ‘90s boasted a national championship in 
Michigan, a new team in Penn State od re- 
surging programs in Northwestern and 
Wisconsin. The Badgers claimed a share of the 
1993 Big Ten title with Ohio State, marking 
UW's first championship in 31 years. The 1993 
campaign was the inaugural season for Penn 
State as a Conference member. It didn’t take 
long for the Nittany Lions to etch their name in 
the Conference history books as they garnered 
their first Big Ten title in 1994, also becoming 


the first League team to finish undefeated since 
Ohio State in 1968. That season also marked 
PSU's first trip to Pasadena since 1923 and 
resulted in a win over Oregon. In the Big Ten’s 
centennial year of 1995, Northwestern 
shocked the sporting world and won its first 
League title since 1936. NU coach Gary 
Barnett earned consensus National Coach of 
the Year honors for his direction of the 
Wildcats. In 1997, Charles Woodson led 
Michigan to a national championship and its 
fourth Conference crown in the ‘90s and 
became the first defensive player to win the 
Heisman Trophy. He was the second Wolverine 
fo garner this award in the ‘90s. 


Top performers of this decade include consen- 
sus All-America linebacker Dana Howard of 
Illinois; Michigan Heisman Trophy winner 
Desmond Howard (1991); Ohio State defen- 
sive tackle Dan Wilkinson, the No. 1 overall 
ick in the 1994 NFL Draft; Penn State quarter- 
boa Kerry Collins, halfback Ki-Jana Carter 
and receiver Bobby Engram. Collins won the 
1994 Maxwell and O'Brien awards, Carter 
was the No. 1 pick in the 1995 NFL Draft and 
Engram won the first Biletnikoff Award. 


In 1995, eight of the 12 individual national 
awards went to Conference players, including 
the League's 12th Heisman winner Eddie 
George of Ohio State. Other honored Buckeyes 
included Terry Glenn, the Biletnikoff winner, 
and offensive lineman Orlando Pace, a two- 
time Lombardi Award winner and No. 1 pick of 
the ‘97 draft. Illinois’ Kevin Hardy was the 
1995 Butkus Award winner, while 
Northwestern linebacker Pat Fitzgerald won the 
Bronko Nagurski and Chuck Bednarik awards 
in back-to-back years (1995, 1996). In 1999, 
Wisconsin tailback Ron Dayne established him- 
self as one of the greatest running backs of all 
time by setting the all-time rushing record with 
6,397 yards. Along with becoming the NCAA 
rushing leader, Dayne was named the Heisman 
Trophy, Maxwell and Doak Walker Award win- 
ners. Penn State linebacker LaVar Arrington 
and Minnesota strong safety Tyrone Carter 
wrapped up the Conference's national awards 
in 1999 as Arrington won the Butkus and 
Chuck Bednarik Awards, and Carter, the 
Thorpe Award. Penn State defensive lineman 
Courtney Brown continued the Big Ten’s promi- 
nence in the NFL Draft as he was selected the 
No. 1 pick in 2000.

The success of the SCORE program is evi- 
denced in reading scores and in the overall 
positive impact on the students’ academic 
experience. National test scores for both 
schools have documented solid growth in 
reading skills over the life of the program. 


The Big Ten Conference is pleased to be of 
service and contribute to the achievement of 
the students involved. Sharing the learning 
experience with these students has been and 
continues to be a priority of the Conference. 
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A new era of Big Ten football kicks off 
on August 26. Although it might seem 
difficult to improve on the successes 
and tradition of names like Woody 
Hayes and Red Grange, the modern- 
day Big Ten legends, like Joe Paterno, 
with his 317 career victories, and 
Drew Brees, with his 8,124 career 
passing yards, are poised to lead the 
Big Ten into the 21st century. Back on 
the gridiron this year are 14 First Team 
All-Conference honorees from a year 
ago, along with Wisconsin quarter- 
back Brooks Bollinger, the 1999 Big 
Ten Freshman of the Year. 


Kicking Off In Style 


The Big Ten Conference officially starts 
the football season with the annual 
Kickoff Luncheon. This year’s event, 
held at the Sheraton Chicago in late 
July, was the 29th annual Kickoff 
Luncheon and featured 22 of the 
League’s top returning players and 
each of the 11 head coaches. More 
than 1,700 college football fans and 
Big Ten supporters attend this annual 
event—the largest yearly celebration 
of college football in the country. This 
year’s luncheon emcees were ESPN 
Game Day's Lee Corso, a former Big 
Ten football coach at Indiana 
University, and Kirk Herbstreit, a for- 
mer Big Ten quarterback from Ohio 
State University. 


Decade Of Excellence 


The Big Ten Conference is coming off a 
decade of great success in the 1990s 
in all sports and, in particular, football. 
Here’s why the 1990s can be called 
the Conference's most successful 
decade of gridiron action: 


Bowl Wins: Starting with the 1970s 
when the Conference began partici- 
pating in more than one bowl game 
per year, the bowl wins per decade 
show: 

5 in the 1970s 

21 in the 1980s 

30 in the 1990s, including the 
Conference's only season to go unde- 
feated when playing multiple bowl 
games (5-0 in 1998) and the most suc- 
cessful back-to-back bowl years 
(1998 and 1999) when the League 
posted a 10-2 mark. 


Big Numbers for 
Big Ten on TV 


Ratings for Big Ten football 
were up on ABC, ESPN and 
ESPN2 last year. ABC ratings 
were up seven percent, ESPN 
ratings jumped nine percent 
while ESPN2 ratings saw the 
highest increase, up 21 per- 
cent. The Big Ten had 26 
nationally televised games in 
1999 and 84% of Big Ten intra- 
conference games were tele- 
vised. ESPN2 reported record 
ratings on Nov. 6 as the 
Minnesota at Penn State game 
was the most-viewed college 
football telecast in ESPN2’s his- 
tory. The game was viewed in 
more than 1.3 million house- 
holds. Along with the Ohio 
State at Michigan State tilt on 
ESPN that day, the two stations 
recorded a combined 4.30 
cumulative rating—the second- 
highest cumulative rating in 
Big Ten-ESPN football history. 
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Bowl Appearances: The 1990s 
also saw an increase in the number 
of times Big Ten teams played in bow! 
games. Each of the 11 Big Ten teams 
made at least one bowl appearance in 
the 1990s—the only decade in 
Conference history to see such parity 
and post-season success.

Heisman Trophy Winners: 
Players in the Big Ten have won 14

Ranked Teams: For the first time in 
the history of the Associated Press poll, 
a conference placed seven teams in a 
weekly Top 25 poll, and that confer- 
ence was the Big Ten. On October 4, 
1999, seven Big Ten squads were 
ranked for the first time in the 
Associated Press poll. October 18 
marked the first time that the Big Ten 
was represented by seven teams in 
both the Associated Press and USA 
Today/ESPN Top 25 polls. 


Non-Conference Success: By 
far, the 1990s were the most successful 
campaigns in the modern era for Big Ten 
teams versus non-conference opposition 
in regards to total wins and winning 
percentages.

Parity Particulars 


Coaches and players can say that the 
Big Ten is the toughest league top-to- 
bottom week-in and weekout, but here 
are the numbers to prove it. In 1998, a 
total of 13 intraconference games 
were decided by seven points or less. 
In 1999, that number jumped to 19 
games decided by seven points or 
fewer and 20 games with an eight- 
point or less final score margin. In the 
1990s, eight different Big Ten teams 
won the Conference title outright or 
shared it with another team. Five times 


in the last decade the Big Ten regular 
season title was shared by at least two 
teams. In 1990, four squads claimed a 
piece of the title, while in 1998, there 
was a_ three-way knot for the 
Conference championship. 


No Nonsense Against 
Non-Conference 


The Big Ten finished the 1999 regular 
season non-conference schedule with 
a 28-7 (.800) mark—the League's 
best-winning percentage since 1960. 
The 28 victories are the most regular 
season non-conference wins (exclud- 
ing bowls) since the 1929 season 
when the Conference was 30-6 and 
no bowl games were played. 
Following last year’s bowl campaign, 
the Big Ten concluded the year with a 
33-9 non-conference record (.786). 


Versus Ranked 
Non-League Opposition 


Big Ten teams collected an 11-4 (.733) 
record in 1999 over nationally ranked 
non-conference foes, including four vic- 
tories over Top 25 bowl opponents. 


Dayne Did It! 


Last year Wisconsin’s Ron Dayne tack- 
led the NCAA record book and estab- 
lished himself as one of the greatest 
college running backs of all time. 
Dayne broke Ricky Williams’ 
all-time rushing record and finished his 
career with 6,397 yards (bowls not 
included). Dayne also holds the NCAA 
record for career rushing attempts 
(1,115) and tied the career 200-yard 
game record with Tl:

Big Ten Reaches Attendance Record 


In 1999, the Conference surpassed its all-time attendance mark and set a new stan- 
dard with 4,711,230 fans, for an average of 67,303 per game. It was the Big Ten’s 
first season at more than 4.7 million. Michigan closed out the regular season with its 
own attendance record of 111,575 at the Ohio State game. It was the largest crowd 
to ever witness an NCAA football game. The Big Ten has led the nation in attendance 
15 of the 22 years that records have been kept by the NCAA. In 1999, 36 games on 
Big Ten campuses were sold out—tying the Conference single-season record previously 
set in 1995.

Heisman Hype 


Along with becoming the NCAA rush- 
ing leader, Ron Dayne was named the 
Heisman Trophy winner, only the sec- 
ond Wisconsin player to ever earn the 
award (Alan Ameche, 1954). Dayne 
became the Big Ten’s 14th Heisman 
winner and the fourth in the 1990s. 
Not only did the Big Ten win the 
Heisman last year, but the League also 
had a second player in the top five 
as Purdue junior quarterback Drew 
Brees garnered 308 votes to finish in 
fourth place. 


Only One Newcomer 


On the sidelines this year, the Big Ten 
will have one new face as Bobby 
Williams takes over as Michigan 
State’s head coach. Williams, in fact, 
has already earned his first victory as 
the Spartans’ head coach as he led the 
team to a 37-34 decision over Florida 
in last year’s Citrus Bowl. 


Coaching Prowess 


The Big Ten Conference has legendary 
names in its coaching annals and on 
the sidelines even today. Along with 
Hall of Fame names, the League also 
has some of the brightest young talent 
in the industry. The 11 Big Ten mentors 
have combined to coach in 1,350 
games and have a combined record of 
863-468-19 (.639). Ohio State's John 
Cooper is among the top of the Big Ten 
10-Year Coaches Records. Entering his 
13th season as the head coach of the

Academic Success 


Following the 1999 season, a pair of 
Big Ten football standouts were hon- 
ored by the NCAA for their achieve- 
ments in the classroom. Penn State 
kicker Travis Forney (elementary edu- 
cation) and Michigan nose tackle Rob 
Renes (secondary education) were 
among the 13 Division | student-ath- 
letes in football who were awarded 
NCAA postgraduate scholarships. The 
scholarship winners each receive a 
$5,000 grant to assist in continuing 
their post-baccalaureate education. 


Bowl Banter 


The Big Ten placed seven teams in 
bowl games last year, a number which 
tied the Conference's all-time season 
high. It was the fourth time that seven 
Big Ten teams played in bowl games. 
The three other seasons were 1993, 
1996 and 1997. For the seventh con- 
secutive year, the Big Ten placed at 
least five teams in bowl games. The Big 
Ten has the third highest number of 
bowl appearances of all Division I-A 
conferences with 172. The Southeastern 
Conference is first with 292 and the Big 
XIl is second with 244.

Early Birds 


Four Big Ten teams will open the 2000 
season in the month of August, with 
lowa opening the earliest on Saturday, 
August 26, against Kansas State in the 
Eddie Robinson Classic in Kansas City.

The Next Great One 


The Big Ten traditionally has had its 
share of great running backs. From 
Nile Kinnick to Archie Griffin and most 
recently with Ron Dayne, Big Ten rush- 
ers are historically some of the best to 
ever play. Who will be the next 
Conference standout ball carrier? Back 
to tote the ball this year are six of the 
League’s top 10 rushers from last year, 
including Indiana’s scrambling quar- 
terback Antwaan Randle El. Heading 
the list of returning rushers are 
Michigan’s Anthony Thomas, who 
posted 1,297 yards on 301 carries last 
year, and Northwestern’s Damien 
Anderson, who chalked up 1,128 
stripes on 306 attempts. Thomas is 
also the Big Ten’s top returning scorer 
(8.5 ppg) and all-purpose yardage 
gainer (140.1 per game). lowa’s 
Ladell Betts (189-857 yards), Indiana’s 
Levron Williams (118-817 yards) 
Randle El (224-788 yards) and 
Montrell Lowe from Purdue (173-841 
yards) round out the list of top return- 
ing rushers from last season.

|: 2000-01 the Rose Bowl enters its third 
season as part of college football’s Bowl 
Championship Series (BCS). Because of its 
membership in the BCS, the Rose Bowl may 
not feature the champion of the Big Ten 
and/or the Pac-10 Conferences in a given 
year. If either of these two conference champi- 
ons are ranked No. 1 or No. 2 in the final reg- 
ular season BCS rankings, then that team will 
participate in the designated national champi- 
onship game. Along with the Rose Bowl, the 
Orange, Sugar and Fiesta Bowls make up 
the rotation er BCS national title games. This 
ear, the national championship game will be 
oid by the Orange Bowl on January 3, 
2001, at 8 p.m. (Eastern). The Rose Bowl takes 
its turn at hosting the BCS national champi- 
onship title game on January 3, 2002. 

“The Rose Bowl tradition remains central to 
the Big Ten and college football culture,” Big 
Ten Commissioner James E. Delany said. “The 
Big Ten is proud of its relationship with the Rose 
Bowl and the Tournament of Roses Association, 
and pleased that we worked together with the 
other conferences to develop a playoff system 
that is good for the Big Ten, good for college 
football and good for the bowls.” 

Like most long-standing traditions, the Rose 
Bowl has come Pil circle. 


In the event the Big Ten Conference regular season 
football champion is ranked No. 1 or No. 2 in the 
final BCS regular season rankings, then that team 
will play in the designated BCS national title game. 

In 2001, the Orange Bowl will host the BCS national 

championship game on January 3, If the Big Ten 

regular season champion is not ranked No. 1 or 

No. 2, then the following methods will be used to 

determine the Conference's Rose Bowl participant. 

A. The Conference champion shall be the repre- 
sentative team. The championship shall be 
determined on the percentage basis of 
Conference games. 

B. An ineligible team shall not be considered in 
the standings for determination of the 
Conference representative. 

C. If there is a tie for the championship, the win- 
ner of the game between those teams shall rep- 
resent the Conference. 

D. IF the tied teams did not play each other, the rep- 
resentative shall be determined on the percent- 
age basis of all games played in the traditional 
11-game schedule. 

E. If there is still a tie, the most recent team repre- 
senting the Conference shall be eliminated. 

F. If more than two teams tie for the champi- 
onship, the same selection procedures shall be 
followed with these exceptions: 


© Since the pact was initiated in 1946, the 
Big Ten and Pac-10 have nearly established 
parity in the Rose Bow! win-loss columns. The 
Big Ten holds a narrow 29-27 record. 

¢ There have been five different Big Ten 
teams in the Rose Bowl in the last five years. 


History of the Rose Bowl 

The Pacific Coast (now the Pacific-10) and 
Western (Big Ten) Conferences, along with the 
Pasadena Tournament of Roses Association, 
agreed on November 19, 1946, to an exclusive 
Rose Bow! game contract. 

Both conference commissioners com- 
mented that they “expect this five-year contract 
to be a forerunner of a long-time agreement. 
This present agreement is just a starter.” The 
passing of time has shown us they were right 
on both accounts. It remains the oldest college 
football agreement between two of the nation’s 
top conferences. 

Though the contract was often referred to 
as a “shotgun marriage,” officials had been in 
negotiation with the Tournament for eight 
years. The contract was effective immediately, 
voted on by faculty representatives from 
the two ccanlonenes: Both sides agreed that 
each conference could designate its own 
representative, regardless of season records. 


Method to Determine Rose Bowl Participant 


1. If three teams are tied and if one team 
defeated both of the other teams, then that 
team shall be the representative. 

2. If three teams are tied and if two of the three 
teams both defeated the third team, the third 
team is eliminated and the remaining two 
teams shall revert to the two-team tie proce- 
dure. 

3. IF three teams are tied and if two of the three 
teams did not play each other, the represen- 
tative shall be determined on a percentage 
basis of all games played in the traditional 
11-game schedule. 

4. If three teams are tied and one of the three 
teams is eliminated through the percentage 
basis of all games played in the traditional 
11-game schedule procedure, the remaining 
two teams shall revert to the two-team tie pro- 
cedure. 

5. If three teams are tied and all three teams 
have the same winning percentage of all 
games played in the traditional 11-game 
schedule, the most recent team representing 
the Conference shall be eliminated and the 
two remaining teams shall revert to the two- 
team tie procedure. 

G. If there are four teams tied for the champi- 


onship, the following selection procedure shall 
be followed: 


Illinois (7-2) and UCLA (10-0) were selected 
to play in the inaugural game under the pact. 

Prior to 1947, the Rose Bowl game drew 
five sellout crowds. Every game since then has 
been a sellout. 

The 1963 game was the first No. 1 against 
No. 2 showdown, matching undefeated USC 
(10-0) with the 8-1 Wisconsin Badgers. 

The ‘70s were for the Big Ten like the ‘50s 
were for the PCC (then the Pac-8) when play- 
ing in Pasadena. The Conference emerged 
victorious once, when Ohio State beat USC 
42-21 in 1974. It was the second of three 
straight USC-Ohio State match-ups. 

The Pac-10 continued to prosper in the 
‘80s, taking home the Rose Bowl trophy seven 
times to the Big Ten’s three. 

The ‘90s were characterized by continued 
parity as the Pac-10 won three Rose Bowls 
and the Big Ten claimed seven. 

The record for most appearances goes to 
USC (19) in the Pac-10 and Michigan (16) in 
the Big Ten. 

In its 85 years, the Rose Bowl has main- 
tained its tradition-rich standard of excellence, 
living up to the nickname “Granddaddy of all 
Bow! Games.” 


T. If one team defeated each of the other three 
teams, then that team shall be the Conference 
representative. 

2. If two of the four teams defeated each of the 
other two teams, the latter two teams shall be 
eliminated and the two remaining teams shall 
revert to the two-team tie procedure. 

3. If three of the four teams defeated the fourth 
team, the fourth team is eliminated and the 
remaining three teams shall revert to the 
three-team tie procedure. 

4. If two of the four teams did not play each 
other, the representative shall be determined 
on a percentage of all games played in the 
traditional 11-game schedule. 

5. If one of the four teams is eliminated through 
the percentage of all games played in the tra- 
ditional 11-game schedule procedure, the 
remaining three teams shall revert to the 
three-team tie procedure. 

6. IF all four teams have the same winning percent- 
age for all games played in the traditional 11- 
game schedule, the most recent team represent- 
ing the Conference shall be eliminated and the 
three remaining teams shall revert to the three- 
team tie-breaking procedure.

The ranking 
was the first time Illinois had been in the top 
25 since the 1995 preseason poll when it 
was 24th. With Illinois’ emergence in the top 
25, it became one of seven Big Ten teams in 
the poll. 


With the 63 points scored in the Micronpc.com 
Bowl, the Illini became the second-highest 
scoring team in collegiate bowl history. The 
1990 Holiday Bowl saw Texas A&M post a 
65-14 win over BYU. With its nine-touch- 
down, 611-yard effort against Virginia, 
Illinois shattered a total of 22 ied and 
Micronpc.com Bowl records, including most 
points, most offensive yards, most touch- 
downs and fewest punts. 


One of the most impressive numbers of the 
1999 season was the lllini’s 27-to-14 
turnover ratio for a +13 margin, ranking 
second in the nation. The lini tallied 15 
interceptions with safety Muhammad 
Abdullah leading the way with five picks. 
Linebacker Michael Young forced three 
fumbles to lead a defense that registered 12 
fumbles on the year. On the other side of the 
ball, quarterback Kurt Kittner threw only five 
interceptions, and the Illini running game 
only gave up the ball eight times.

One of the best turnarounds in college foot- 
ball history last year, Illinois jumped 76 
ee from its 91st ranking in the 1998 
inal Sagarin ratings to 15th st season with 
the 18th-toughest schedule. 


The 1999 Illinois squad became the highest 
scoring offense in school history with 
its 63-21 bowl win over Virginia. With 388 
points in 12 games, the Illini surpassed the 
1902 team frat posted 380 points in 13 
games. Illinois scored over 40 points in five 
contests, including 46 points at Ohio State 
and 63 in the bowl win. Kitiner also did 
some record breaking of his own with his 
two touchdown passes thrown in the bowl 
game which bichon a record for 


most TD passes in a single season with 24. 


The Illini posted a 5-1 record in road games 
last season, including a 35-29 win at No. 9 
Michigan and a 46-20 victory over No. 25 
Ohio State. Illinois also won at Louisville 
(41-36), at lowa (40-24) and vs. Virginia 
in Miami, Fla. (63-21). The lllini’s sole road 
blemish of the season was an overtime loss 
to Indiana, 34-31. The wins at “The Big 
House” and at “The Horseshoe” mark the 
first time in school history an lllini team has 
won at both sites in the same season and the 
first time since 1951 that any collegiate team 
has accomplished the feat. Illinois’ 20-point 
comeback at Michigan is the largest in 
school history, and the Illini handed the 


Buckeyes their worst home loss since 1946.

(6.0). He tied a school record with 13 
receptions against Ohio State 
last year. He Fis a career total of 
75 catches for 974 yards. 


Senior quarterback Scott Mullen 
stepped into the starting role in lowa’s 
last five games of the 1999 season. 
He saneleee 126 of 226 passes for 
1,415 yards and five touchdowns. 
Mullen tied a school record with 60 
pass attempts against Indiana. His 36 
completions, 473 yards total offense 
and 74 offensive plays against 
Indiana are Kinnick Stadium records. 


Senior Jason Baker handled lowa’s 
punting duties for the third year in 
1999. He averaged 42.3 last year 
to rank 30th nationally. Baker has 
two of the longest punts in lowa 
history (79 & 76 vars) to his credit.

lhe Wolverine football program heads into 

the 2000 campaign within reach of the 

35-million fan plateau at the “Big House.” 

Since the opening of Michigan Stadium 

74 years ago (1927), 34,333,312 fans 

have watched the Wolverines play 443 
home games. U-M needs to draw 666,688 tans to 
the six-game home schedule this season to move 
over 35 million in all-time attendance at Michigan 
Stadium. 


The Wolverines have led the nation in attendance 
25 of the last 26 seasons and enter 2000 with a 
streak of 154 games with at least 100,000 fans at 
Michigan Stadium, U-M set a pair of NCAA 
records last year: single-game attendance mark of 
111,575 fans vs. Ohio State on November 20 and 
season average of 111,008 fans for the 1999 sea- 
son. 


The Wolverines head into the 2000 season needing 
four victories to reach the 800-win plateau in school 
history. Beginning its 121st season of gridiron 
action, Michigan ranks second in all-time wins (all 
divisions), trailing Yale University (799 wins enter- 
ing this season).

Terrell capped a stellar sophomore year by being 
named the FedEx Orange Bowl MVP after catching 
a Michigan bowl record 10 passes for 150 yards 
and three touchdowns. His 71 receptions in 1999 
are second only to Jack Clancy’s 76 in season 
records, while big 1,038 yards list third behind 
Amani Toomer (1,096) and Clancy (1,079). Terrell 
equaled the school record with 100-yard receiving 
games in five contests, gaining those numbers 
against Notre Dame (8-115), at Syracuse (7-110), 
at Indiana (6-100), at Penn State (6-133) and vs. 
Alabama (10-150). He has 85 career receptions 
for 1,187 yards and nine touchdowns. 


After splitting time at quarterback with current New 
England Patriot Tom Brady the past two years, 
junior Drew Henson (Brighton, Mich./Brighton HS) 
jooks to solidify the starting spot and make his first 
career start. Henson completed 47-of-90 passing 
attempts for 546 yards and three touchdowns in 10 
games last season, including a career-best 16-of- 
26 performance for 151 yards and one TD in three 
quarters of action in Michigan's 18-13 victory at 
Syracuse. He also caught a 23-yard pass on a trick 
ply and scored on a one-yard quarterback keeper 


against Rice last season. A two-year letterman, 
Henson has completed 68-of-137 passing attempts 
(49.6 pct.) for 800 yards and six touchdowns in 18 
career games.

ichigan State compiled its first 10- 

win season since 1965 against a 

terribly difficult schedule. Seven of 

MSU's opponents were ranked in 

the Top 25 at the time of the 

game, and four were rated 
among the top 15 in the final BCS rankings (3-1 in 
those games). 


One of the 10 wins was a 34-0 shutout over 
Northwestern, the first since Sept. 28, 1996, vs. 
Eastern Michigan (47-0). It marked MSU's first 
shutout against a Big Ten team since Nov. 19, 
1988, vs. Wisconsin (36-0), and its first road 
shutout of a Big Ten opponent since Oct. 17, 1987, 
vs. Northwestern (38-0). 


Michigan State had a perfect 6-0 record at Spartan 
Stadium this year, the Spartans’ 16th sibiolen 
record of all-time and first since 1966 (5-0-1). It 
was their first unbeaten and untied home slate since 
1965 (5-0-0). 


Michigan State recorded wins over Notre Dame, 
Michigan, Ohio State and Penn State in the same 
season for the first time since 1965. In fact, it 
marked the first time since ‘65 that the Spartans 
defeated any three of those teams in one season. 
The Spartans finished that ‘65 campaign 10-1 
while winning the Big Ten title and the national 
championship. 


Michigan State led the Big Ten and finished fifth in 
the NCAA in rushing seas, allowing just 77.0 
yards per game on the ground. That figure is 
fourth-best all-time at MSU in a full season. MSU 
surrendered 100 yards rushing only four times last 
season (108 to Notre Dame, 301 vs. Wisconsin, 
110 vs. Northwestern, 157 vs. Penn State). Ron Dayne 
(214 yards) was the only player to rush for 100 
yards against the Spartans in 1999. 


Michigan State did not allow a rushing touchdown 
through the first five games of the season, the first

time MSU had gone five games without giving up 
a rushing touchdown since joining the Big Ten 
in 1953. 


Michigan State was the highest-ranked team in the 
final Associated Press poll which did not appear in 
the AP’s preseason top 25. Others in the final top 
15 which were overlooked in the preseason were 
No. 10 Marshall, No. 13 Mississippi State and No. 
14 Southern Mississippi. MSU’s rise to fifth in the 
October 10 Associated Press poll was the highest 
ranking at any point in 1999 for a team which was 
not ranked in the AP preseason poll. 


Michigan State is 8-5 in its last 13 games against 
teams ranked in the Associated Press Top 25, 
including a 5-2 record in 1999 with wins over 
24th-ranked Notre Dame, third-ranked Michigan, 
20th-ranked Ohio State, 13th-ranked Penn State 
and 10th-ranked Florida. Six of those eight victories 
over ranked teams have come while MSU was 
unranked or ranked below its opponent and includes 
the upset of No. 1 Ohio State in 1998 in Columbus. 
The Spartans had been 3-22 (.120) in their previ- 
ous 25 games against ranked teams before their 
current 8-5 run. 


Michigan State’s total defense (299.0 yards 
allowed per game) ranked first in the Big Ten and 
12th in the nation and was the best average at MSU 
since 1989 (280.9) by over 15 yards per game. 
In 1998, the Spartans gave up 363.3 yore per 
game. 


The Spartans were 22nd in the nation in scoring 
defense at 19.2 points against per game, the best 
mark since the 1990 team allowed 18.6 points per 
game. 


Michigan State’s defense produced 54 quarterback 
sacks in 1999, the most since MSU began keeping 
team totals in 1984. The previous high had been 
the 1997 team with 36 sacks.

The Golden Gopher offensive line, which 
returns four players, only allowed 20 
sacks last season. The Gopher defense 
racked up an impressive 44 sacks for a 
loss of 251 yards. 


Sophomore placekicker Dan Nystrom led 
the team in scoring last season with 92 
points. That is also a U of M school 
record. Nystrom put the ball through the 
uprights with 91 percent accuracy. He 
was 41-43 on extra point attempts and 
17-21 on field goal attempts. His long 
was a 51-yard field goal in a 44-20 win 
over Indiana.

Last year, junior Damien Anderson 
gained 1,128 yards rushing, mark- 
ing the fourth time in she Tost five 
years a Wildcat player has passed 
the 1,000-yard plateau for a season. 
Only one other Big Ten school has 
fata 1,000-yard rusher four of the 
last five years—Wisconsin, which 
had Ron Dayne achieve the feat four 
times. 


Northwestern returns two of the lead- 
ing tacklers in the Big Ten from a year 
ago. Kevin Honiley inished with 148 


to lead the Conference—the fourth 


time in five years an NU linebacker 
has led the Big Ten—while Napoleon 
Harris had 110 to finish third. One 
other player, Rashad Morton, had 
103 tackles. 


One area that will be deep in 2000 is 
wide receiver. Last year, the Wildcats 
were decimated by injuries at that 
position, giving several players 
ample time. With everyone hadtihy, 
the legion of wideouts could be one 
of NU's biggest strengths. 


Harold Blackmon established a 
school record last year when he 
broke up 17 passes. He alread 
holds the career record, as well, wit 
26 pass breakups. As a team, NU 
had 60 PBUs which shattered the pre- 


vious record of 44. 


Dwayne Missouri finished last season 
with 20 tackles-for-loss, the second- 
best mark in school history. If he 
duplicates the feat in 2000, he will 
end up second on the career list with 
49, behind only Casey Dailey (53 
from 1994-97).

The 

Buckeyes own an all-time record 

of 717-283-53. Ohio State is 

one of just seven schools with 

700 or more wins. The Buckeyes 
also own an all-time Big Ten voord of 
390-149-24 and have captured 28 con- 
ference titles. Ohio State joined the Big 
Ten in 1912 and began playing league 
games in 1913. 


Fred Pagac has been elevated from 
defensive coordinator to assistant head 
coach and will continue to call the defen- 
sive signals on game day. Jon Tenuta will 
take over as defensive coordinator and 
will devise the defensive game plan. 
Tenuta will continue to comet the defen- 
sive backs. Chuck Stobart, the wide 
receivers coach the past four years, will 
take over as offensive coordinator. Head 
coach John Cooper also has added two 
new coaches to the OSU staff—George 
Belu and Brian Williams. Belu, who 
coached at Wake Forest last year and is 
a 1961 graduate of Ohio University, will 
coach the offensive line. Williams, at Pitt 
last year and a 1996 graduate of 
Kentucky, will take over as linebackers 
coach. Other switches have Tim Salem 
coaching the quarterbacks and wide 
receivers (he had only the quarterbacks 
last year) and Jim Heacock taking over 
the entire defensive line.

Cornerback Ahmed Plummer also 
won All-America honors last year, but his 
accolades came in the classroom, when 
he was named to the CoSIDA GTE 
Academic All-America team—the 20th 
Buckeye to make that squad. No slouch 
on the field, Plummer was a first-round 
draft choice of the San Francisco 49ers. 


This is the 50th anniversary of Vic 
Janowicz winning the 1950 Heisman 
Trophy and the 25th anniversary of 
Archie Griffin winning the 1975 
Heisman (his second). 


Howard “Hopalong” Cassady and Janowicz 
will have their numbers retired this year. 
Cassady, No. 40, won the Heisman 
Trophy in 1955. Janowicz, No. 31, won 
it in 1950. Griffin had his No. 45 retired 
last year, thus becoming the first Ohio 
State athlete to be so honored. 


Ohio Stadium is currently in the second 
year of a three-year renovation and 
restoration project, scheduled for com- 
pletion prior to the 2001 season. This 
year’s capacity is estimated at 95,346, 


but that number could fluctuate from 
game to game.

TEAM NOTES 


he Purdue football team completed the 1999 

season with a 7-5 overall record after losing to 

Georgia in the Outback Bowl 28-25 in over- 

time on New Year's Day 2000 in Tampa, Fla. 

The Boilermakers were 4-4 in the Big Ten 

Conference, for a sixth-place tie with 
Illinois. They were ranked No. 25 in the final Associated 
Press poll and No. 28 by ESPN/USA Today. 


Over the past three seasons under head coach Joe 
Tiller, the Boilermakers have won 25 games. In the first 
seven years of the 1990s, Purdue managed merely 23 
victories (two in 1990, four in 1991, four in 1992, one 
in 1993, five in 1994, four in 1995 and three in 1996). 


For the third consecutive season, the Boilermakers were 
selected for a postseason bowl game. Purdue won the 
1997 Alamo Bowl over Oklahoma State 33-20 and 
the 1998 Alamo Bowl over Kansas State 37-34 before 
losing the 2000 Outback Bowl. The only other times 
Purdue played in (and won) three consecutive bowl 
games were 1978, 1979 and 1980. 


The Boilermakers are 15-3 in the friendly confines of 
Ross-Ade Stadium under Tiller. The lone losses are 
42-17 to Penn State on Nov. 15, 1997; 31-25 to Penn 
State on Oct. 30, 1999; and 28-21 to Wisconsin on 
Nov. 6, 1999. 


Purdue had a total home season attendance of 
380,542 for the 1999 season. That's a six-game 
average of 63,424, which is the sixth-highest in school 
history. The school record average is 69,892 in 1981, 
followed by 69,618 in 1980; 68,966 in 1979; 66,861 
in 1982; and 65,358 in 1983. 


Senior quarterback and Heisman Trophy candidate 
Drew Brees continues fo move up Purdue's career 
passing lists. He ranks second in attempts (1,166), 
completions (717), yards (8,124), touchdowns 
(64) and total offense (8,503). Mark Herrmann 
(1977-80) leads each of those five categories. 
Brees, a first-team All-Big Ten selection and a 
finalist for the Heisman Trophy, Davey O’Brien 
National Quarterback Award and Maxwell Award,

needs 143 attempts, 55 completions, 1,822 passing 
yards, seven touchdowns and 631 yards total offense 
to catch Herrmann. Brees is the Boilermakers’ career 
leader in completion percentage at .615 
(717-for-1,166). 


Purdue's offensive line did another stellar job of pro- 
tecting the quarterback in 1999, allowing merely 15 
sacks while the offense passed 568 times. That's a ratio 
of one sack every 37.9 passes, which is better than the 
1998 season’s ratio of one sack every 37.1 passes. 


Senior Vinny Sutherland, who holds Purdue's fastest 
time in the 40-yard dash at 4.32, set school records 
with 142 punt return yards and a 28.4-yard average 
on five returns against Central Michigan on Sept. 18, 
1999, including a 64-yard return for a touchdown. 
He bettered the standards of 138 yards and a 19.7 
average established by Ken eal pater Pittsburgh 
on Nov. 13, 1948. Sutherland subsequently had a 
66-yard punt return for a touchdown at Indiana 
on Noy. 20, 1999, to become the first player in school 
history with two punt returns for touchdowns in a single 
season. 


The Purdue defense had 26 takeaways during 
the 1999 season (14 interceptions and 12 fumble 
recoveries). The Boilermakers returned two intercep- 
tions for touchdowns (senior linebacker Mike Rose at 
Central Florida on Sept. 4, 1999, and junior linebacker 
Jason Loerzel against Central Michigan on Sept. 18, 
1999) and took one fumble recovery into the end zone 
(senior defensive tackle David Nugent against 
Michigan State on Oct. 16, 1999). The Boilermakers 
set a school season record with 115 tackles for loss. The 
previous mark was 101 by the 1979 squad. 


In three seasons under Tiller, the Boilermakers have 
phe on national television a total of 23 times out 
of 37 games. The breakdown by network—ABC (eight 
games, 3-5 record), ESPN (10 games, 7-3 record), 
ESPN2 (four games, 2-2 record), and NBC (one game, 
1-0 record). In addition, they have appeared on 
regional television on five occasions (all ESPN+, 5-0 
record).
